Frieda Arroyo, one of our Spanish speaking hostesses at the 
Foreign Language Center told the visiting leads that she has also 
helped our guests by traveling to Orange Vista Hospital to translate 
for a guest who was ill. In some cases, Frieda said she has helped 
translate for fellow cast members who speak little or no English 
when they have become ill and needed to go to First Aid. Frieda also 
said she has occasionally helped our Casting Department by 
translating for Spanish speaking applicants. 

The other members of our Foreign Language Center told the 
visiting leads that they have also assisted foreign guests by making 
flight reservations, arranging car rentals, and just about anything 
that would help make their stay more enjoyable!

Our Express Bus Service from the 
South Orlando area to Walt Disney 
World acquires more and more pas- 
sengers each day. This bus service, 
provided by Walt Disney World and 
Orange, Seminole, Osceola Trans- 
portation Authority exclusively for 
Walt Disney World cast members, 
offers cast members an alternative 
way of traveling to and from work as 
well as a way to conserve fuel! 





The Express Bus Service costs 90¢ 
one way, $1.80 round-trip, and has 
nine stops along the route to pick up 
cast members. But to make the ser- 
vice even more convenient for cast 
members a few changes are going 
into effect. 
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Beginning immediately, the first 
Express Bus Service will drop cast 
members off at the tunnel entrance! 
No more catching the cast shuttle 
from the North Service Area to get to 
the tunnel.
